And What Have You

I was im pressed with the voter 
turnout this past weekend, even ii 
it was only about half of what 
it 
should have been, it still was a re ­ 
cord. The only shame of it was that 
it took a highly charged emotional 
issue to get people to do their every­ 
day duty as a citizen. 
I hope now that the elections arp 
over the citizens of Hamlin will not 
lose their interest in the affairs of 
their local government and fall back 
into their old rut of letting someone 
else worry about all of the problems 
facing both the city and school oper­ 
ations . 
What we need now is for m ore ci­ 
tizens to show a genuine interest in 
the overall functions of our local go­ 
vernm ents. Tell them so if you d is­ 
agree with them yes, but at the sam e 
tim e show enough interest to be able 
to support them when they are right. 
We cannot think of a more thank­ 
less job than to serve on the city 
council or school board when you are 
faced with unending money prob­ 
lem s. Sometimes it must seem to 
these men that when it comes time 
to spend money or raise taxes that 
the whole town is against 
them. 
When in reality they do not want to 
raise taxes or spend money 
any­ 
more than anyone else in town but 
som etim es someone has to if we 
are to meet the needs facing us. 
All too often the problem is that 
not enough people know the reasons 
for the decisions that these men 
must make. Sometimes it is because 
these men do not make a great 
enough effort to let others know 
their problem s, som etim es it is be­ 
cause this newspaper does not do a 
good enough job informing its rea­ 
ders, but all too often it is because 
the general public just does not want 
to take tim e to find out the facts or 
else just takes the attitude that taxi­ 
es are already too high and wants no 
m ore regardless of the reasons. 
It is not hard to see why more and 
m ore problems are sent to Wash­ 
ington to be handled. Our federal 
government seem s to be the only 
one that can manage to spend more 
money than it takes in. On the local 
level if we want, need or have to 
have m ore services the local people 
must pay for it and this means that 
these local men 
representing us 
must make these decisions as to 
where the money will come from. 
In the past it seem s that about 
the only tim e our local representa­ 
tives ever hear from the taxpayers 
is 
when they are unhappy about 
something or have a 
problem. 
I would hope that this could be 
changed to the point where more 
and more people would show a gen­ 
uine interest in the day to day prob - 
lems of local government. I am sure 
our elected representatives would 
appreciate this too. 
These men are faced with deci­ 
sions that affect everyone of us and 
they need your advice and support. 


While on the subject of city and 
school government I note that while 
Wayne Connally's Senate Bill 876 
that would require the state to fi­ 
nance all of the School Foundation 
Program rather than just 80 percent 
of it apparently is being greeted with 
enthusiasm in Austin, the idea OI 
financing it seem s to be running in­ 
to trouble. 
It now seem s rather unlikely that 
the lawmakers, already faced with a 
m ajor tax bill to raise $600 million, 
will stick their necks out and raise 
another $445 million. 
I think that this bill or a sim ilar 
one is the only hope for school d is­ 
tricts to meet the rising cost of e- 
ducation in the years to come. But 
unless the property owners of this 
state rise up and let their represen­ 
tatives know how they feel, I am a- 
fraid that the bill is dead this se s­ 
sion. 
While I can see that the lawma­ 
kers would be leery of raising the

Dear editar: 
Whenever something is be- 
ins hotly argued and some­ 
body says there are two sides 
to it, I start looking for a 
third side so I can get on it 
and avoid the cross-fire, hut 
it doesn’t always work. 
Take the situation in Laos. 
I have searched every news. 
paper I could get my hands 
on and listened carefully to 
television news and not once 
have I found anybody who has 
take the side of the Laotians 
in the big squabble over the 
recent battles fought there. 
Laos has 
no designs on 
North Vietnam, 
none 
in 
South Vietnam, and yet here 
the two warring nations are 
shooting up its countryside 
and the argument around the 
world is over whether North 
or South Vietnam Is right, 
not whether Laos is getting 
the burnt end of the stick. 
I have no way of knowing, 
but I have a notion the Lao­ 
tians might 
agree with an 
idea I’ve been promoting. 
A while back some govern 
ment officials were proposing 
an International 
conference 
to ban all instruments 
of 
war from the moon, saying 
that space should be used 
for peaceful 
purposes 
only 
and any plans to put weapons 
on the moon by any nation 
should be outlawed. 


They’ve got it backwards. 
Of all the places I can think 
of, the moon is the perfect 
spot for a war. 
Up 
there, 
two 
countries 
could fight to their heart’s 
content wihout hurting any­ 
thing else. No trees to de­ 
foliate, no villages to burn, 
no farms to over.run, 
no 
buildings to be destroyed, no 
civilians to be hit, no left. 
over orphans, no borders to 
violate, no cities to he bombed 
or shelled, and the lack of 
much gravity would make it 
easy to carry the wounded. 
Furthermore, after the war 
was over, the moon would be 
in no worse-looking 
shape 
than it is now. 
You could 


hardly tell what had been 
going on, and as soon as one 
war was over, start another, 
without having to 
re.build 
or even ask the United States 
for foreign aid. 
Naturally, only one war at 
a time should be scheduled, 
as the television expense of 
covering more than one at a 
time is too great. 
Summer 
would be the best time, so 
long as the war ended before 
the professional football sea­ 
son started. 
If outer space is good for 
anything it ought to be good 
to stage a war in. Ask Laos.

Some Beneficiaries 
Must Report Pay 
To Social Security 


Social security beneficiar­ 
ies, born in 1906 
or later, 
who earned over $1680 
in 
1970 are required to file a 
report of their earnings with 
the Social Security Admin. 
tration by 
April 15, 1971. 
This report is in addition to 
any Federal or State tax re. 
turn and it must be filed 
with the Social Security Ad­ 
ministration according to R. 
R. Tuley social security man­ 
ager for Abilene. 
People receiving disability 
benefits are not required to 
file the annual report of earn. 
ings, but should report im­ 
mediately lf they become self, 
employed or take a job. All 
other 
beneficiaries, 
includ­ 
ing families of disabled per. 
sons, are under the retire, 
ment test and each must re­ 
port his earnings annually, 
if more than $1680. 
He added that the purpose 
of social security benefits is 
to replace some of the earn­ 
ings lost due to retirement. 
death, or disability. 
If an 
individual continues to earn 
a substantial amount — more 
than $1680 — some adjust­ 
ment must be made in the 
amount of his benefits. One 
dollar for every two dollars 
earned between $1680 and 
$2880, he gives up a dollar 
If an individual earns over 
$2880 is withheld or recovered. 
for each dollar earned over 
$2880 regardless of the amount 
of yearly earnings. 
A beneficiary is still en­ 
titled to his full social security 
check for any month in which 
he does not earn over $140 
and is not self employed. The 
annual report will allow us 
to determine whether or not 
additional benefits are pay­ 
able. 
Income 
from 
rents, 
royalties, 
dividends, 
inter­ 
est, etc., are exempt from 
this report.

And What Have You

RECORD TURNOUT— 


I was impressed with the voter 
turnout this past weekend, even ii 
it was only about half of what 
it 
should have been, it still was a r e ­ 
cord. The only shame of it was that 
it took a highly charged emotional 
issue to get people to do their every­ 
day duty as a citizen. 
I hope now that the elections arn 
over the citizens of Hamlin will not 
lose their interest in the affairs of 
their local government and fallback 
into their old rut of letting someone 
else worry about all of the problems 
facing both the city and school oper­ 
ations . 
What we need now is for more ci­ 
tizens to show a genuine interest in 
the overall functions of our local go­ 
vernments. Tell them so if you dis­ 
agree withthemyes, butat the same 
time show enough interest to be able 
to support them when they are right. 
We cannot think of a more thank­ 
less job than to serve on the city 
council or school board when you are 
faced with unending money prob­ 
lems. Sometimes it must seem to 
these men that when it comes time 
to spend money or raise taxes that 
the whole town is against 
them. 
When in reality they do not want to 
raise taxes or spend money 
any­ 
more than anyone else in town but 
sometimes someone has to if we 
are to meet the needs facing us. 
All too often the problem is that 
not enough people know the reasons 
for the decisions that these men 
must make. Sometimes it is because 
these men do not make a great 
enough effort to let others know 
their problems, sometimes it is be­ 
cause this newspaper does not do a 
good enough job informing its rea­ 
ders, but all too often it is because 
the general public just does not wan t 
to take time to find out the facts or 
else just takes the attitude that tax­ 
es are already too high and wants no 
more regardless of the reasons. 
It is not hard to see why more and 
more problems are sent to Wash­ 
ington to be handled. Our federal 
government seems to be the only 
one that can manage to spend more 
money than it takes in. On the local 
level if we want, need or have to 
have more services the local people 
must pay for it and this means that 
these local men 
representing us 
must make these decisions as to 
where the money will come from. 
In the past it seems that about 
the only time our local representa­ 
tives ever hear from the taxpayers 
is 
when they are unhappy about 
something or have a 
problem. 
I would hope that this could be 
changed to the point where more 
and more people would show a gen­ 
uine interest in the day to day prob - 
lems of local government, lam sure 
our elected representatives would 
appreciate this too. 
These men are faced with deci­ 
sions that affect every one of us and 
they need your advice and support. 


While on the subject of city and 
school government I note that while 
Wayne Connally’s Senate Bill 876 
that would require the state to fi­ 
nance all of the School Foundation 
Program rather than just 80 percent 
of it apparently is being greeted with 
enthusiasm in Austin, the idea oi 
financing it seems to be running in­ 
to trouble. 
It now seems rather unlikely that 
the lawmakers, already faced with a 
m ajor tax bill to raise $600 million, 
will stick their necks out and raise 
another $445 million. 
I think that this bill or a sim ilar 
one is the only hope for school dis­ 
tricts to meet the rising cost of e - 
ducation in the years to come. But 
unless the property owners of this 
state rise up and let their represen­ 
tatives know how they feel, I am a- 
fraid that the bill is dead this se s­ 
sion. 
While I can see that the lawma­ 
kers would be leery of raising the

Dear editar: 
Whenever something is be­ 
ing hotly argued and some. 
body says there are two sides 
to it, I start looking for a 
third side so I can get on it 
and avoid the cross-fire, but 
it doesn’t always work. 
Take the situation in Laos. 
I have searched every news­ 
paper I could get my hands 
on and listened carefully to 
television news and not once 
have I found anybody who has 
take the side of the Laotians 
in the big squabble over the 
recent battles fought there. 
Laos has 
no designs on 
North Vietnam, 
none 
in 
South Vietnam, and yet here 
the two warring nations are 
shooting up its countryside 
and the argument around the 
world is over whether N orth 
or South Vietnam is right, 
not whether Laos is getting 
the burnt end of the stick. 
I have no way of knowing, 
but I have a notion the Lao­ 
tians might 
agree with an 
idea I’ve been promoting. 
A while back some govern­ 
ment officials were proposing 
an international 
conference 
to ban all instruments 
of 
war from the moon, saying 
that space should be used 
for peaceful 
purposes 
only 
and any plans to put weapons 
on the moon by any nation 
should be outlawed. 


They've got it backwards. 
Of all the places I can think 
of, the moon is the perfect 
spot for a war. 
Up 
there, 
two 
countries 
could fight to their heart’s 
content wihout hurting any­ 
thing else. No trees to de­ 
foliate, no villages to burn, 
no farms to over_run, 
no 
buildings to be destroyed, no 
civilians to be hit, no left. 
over orphans, no borders to 
violate, no cities to he bombed 
or shelled, and the lack of 
much gravity would make it 
easy to carry the wounded. 
Furthermore, after the war 
was over, the moon would be 
in no worse.looking 
shape 
than it is now. 
You could 


hardly tell what had been 
going on, and as soon as one 
war was over, sta rt another, 
without 
having to 
re_build 
or even ask the United States 
for foreign aid. 
Naturally, only one war at 
a time should be scheduled, 
as the television expense of 
covering more than one at a 
time is too great. 
Summer 
would be the best time, so 
long as the war ended before 
the professional football sea­ 
son started. 
If outer space is good for 
anything it ought to be good 
to stage a war in. Ask Laos.

WELFARE CUT AVERT­ 
ED? — LL Gov. Ben Barnes 
announced a way has been 
found to prevent the sharp 
cut on May I in aid to needy 
families 
with 
dependent 
children. 
Legislation has been intro­ 
duced to permit the Welfare 
Department to transfer and 
spend for AFDC 
necessary 
sums not to exceed $6.8 mil­ 
lion for the rest of this fiscal 
year ending August 31. 
Barnes said about $5 mil­ 
lion is available in a contin­ 
gency fund of the Welfare 
Department, and an additional 
$1 million or more will come 
from federal matching-money. 
A comptroller’s office rep­ 
resentative sad there is no 
question but what funds can 
be used to avert the scheduled

reduction.

Some Beneficiaries 
Must Report Pay 
To Social Security 


Social security beneficiar­ 
ies, born in 1908 
or later, 
who earned over $1580 
in 
1970 are required to file a 
report of their earnings with 
the Social 
Security Admin, 
tration by 
April 15, 1971. 
This report is in addition 
to 
any Federal or State tax re. 
turn and it must be filed 
with the Social Security Ad. 
m inistration according to R. 
R. Tuley social security man. 
ager for Abilene. 
People receiving disability 
benefits are not required to 
file the annual report of earn­ 
ings, but should report im­ 
mediately if they become self­ 
employed or take a job. All 
other 
beneficiaries, 
includ­ 
ing families of disabled per. 
sons, are under the retire­ 
m ent test and each m ust re­ 
port his earnings annually, 
if more than $1680. 
He added that the purpose 
of social security benefits is 
to replace some of the earn­ 
ings lost due to retirement, 
death, or disability. 
If an 
individual continues to earn 
a substantial amount — more 
than $1680 — some adjust­ 
m ent m ust be made in the 
amount of his benefits. One 
dollar for every two dollars 
earned between $1680 
and 
$2880, he gives up a dollar 
If an individual earns over 
$2880 is withheld or recovered, 
for each dollar earned over 
$2880 regardless of the amount 
of yearly earnings. 
A beneficiary is still en­ 
titled to his full social security 
check for any month in which 
he does not earn over $140 
and is not self employed. The 
annual report will allow us 
to determine whether or not 
additional benefits are pay. 
able. 
Income 
from 
rents, 
royalties, 
dividends, 
inter­ 
est, etc., are exempt from 
this report

But the readiness on both sides 
must coincide. Take this case: 
A man rushed up to a bus 
just after the door had closed.
